A  number  of  years  ago,  I  began  the  collection  of  data  concerning  our 
branch  of  the  Wagner  family,  but  as  I  could  not  find  any  records  any  farther 
back  than  the  marriage  of  my  great  grandfather,  Philip  Wagner,  of  Baltimore 
County,  Maryland,  I  laid  it  aside,  honing  to  obtain  more  information  at  some 
time  in  the  future,  but  as  I  did  not  succeed,  after  some  years,  I  decided 
to  nut -together  what  records  I  had. 

Most  of  the  information  about  Philip  Wagner  was  given  me  by  my  mother, 
Annie  (Wagner)  Radcliff,  of  Frederick,  Maryland,  and  her  sister,  Agnes 
(Wagner)  Leatherwood,  of  Dodge  City,  Kansas,  and  by  my  cousin,  Sewell 
Stansbury  Watts,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  —  all  three  of  whom  are  now  deceased. 
I  am  very  sorry  not  to  have  found  the  names  of  Philip  Wagner’s  parents,  or 
those  of  his  wife’s  parents.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  many  relatives  for  the 
information  which  they  gave  me  about  some  of  the  descendants  of  Philip  and 
Violet  Wagner,  and  return  sincere  thanks  to  Edith  (Wagner)  Groff,  Nannie 
(Delaplane)  Haugh,  Anna  3.  (Watts)  Jewel,  Maud  (Watts)  Tase,  Mrs.  Nina  H. 
Watts,  my  sister  Edith  H.  Radcliff,  and  to  my  husband  Dr.  E.  T.  Evans,  and 
to  many  others  without  whose  helu  this  little  genealogy  would  have  been  im¬ 
possible.  I  greatly  regret  that  many  of  these  records  are  not  up  to  date, 
or  complete,  and  there  are  probably  many  changes  of  address,  births,  marriages 
and  deaths  of  which  I  have  no  record,  but  I  have  done  the  best  I  could  with 
what  I  could  obtain  and  thank  all  who  have  helped  me. 

One  thing  that  is  noticable  about  the  family  is  that  it  is  almost 
entirely  Protestant,  and.  that  a  large  number  belong  to  the  Methodist  Church.

Philip  Wagner  and  Violet  Wonn  were  married  January  18,  1807 

This  record  was  found  in  three  different  places:  In  the  old  family 
Bible,  which  belonged  to  my  aunt,  Agnes  (Wagner)  Leatherwood,  of  Dodge  City, 

Kansas,  it  said,  "Philip  and  Violet  Wagner  were  married  1-18-1807"

In  the  old  Bible  of  Mrs.  Nina  H.  Watts,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  it  said,  "Violette 
Wonn  married  Philys  Wagner,  Jan.  18,  1807," 

And  from  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  County,  Md. ,  this  record  was  obtained, 
Philip  Wagoner  married  Violet  Vaughan,  January  18,  1807." 

The  last  names  are  not  spelled  the  same  as  in  the  two  family  3ibles,  but 
I  feel  confident  the  record  is  of  the  same  marriage. 


In  the  old  Bible  belonging  to  Mrs.  Watts  was  this  record  of  the  births 
of  Violette  7/onn  and  those  of  her  brother  and  sister. 

"Violette  Wonn,  born  Oct.  4th,  1778 
William  Wonn,  born  Whit  Sun,  Sept.,  1782 
Comfort  Wonn,  born  Sept.  27th,  1786" 

I  regret  that  it  did  not  state  where  they  were  born  or  the  names  of  their

1-Phi  lip  Magner,  m.  1-18-1807  to  Violet  Mcmn  Violot  (Worm)  Wagner 
was  "born  Oct.  4f  1778 

Philip  and  Violet  Wagner  lived  on  their  fain  near  Pikesville,  Baltimore 
County,  Md. ,  and  were  "buried  in  the  family  hurling  ground  on  the  farm.  I 
have  "been  told  that  the  graveyard  is  no  lemger  there,  as  it  was  plowed  over 
many  years  ago.  The  farm  was  sold  years  ago  to  Mr.  Councilman,  and  was 
familiarly  known  as  ’’The  Councilman  Place, "  and  I  have  heard  "it  was  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  show  places  of  the  community."  The  land  has  now  been 
converted  into  a  golf  course  by  some  of  the  Jews  of  Baltimore. 

Sewell  S.  watts,  of  Baltimore,  tried  to  help  no  by  ascertaining  the  name 
of  Philip  ’Vagner1  s  father.  Sewell’s  cousin,  Philip  Matts,  of  Pikesville, 
said  that  while  he  didn’t  know  the  name  of  Philip  ^agner1  s  father,  that 
"before  Philip  ’Vagner  bought  the  place  near  Pikesville,  that  he  had  lived  on 
the  Liberty  Road  above  Randalls town,  on  a  farm  owned  bv  his  father."  I  had 
the  old  land  records  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  searched  but  they 
did  "not  show  the  name  of  ’Vagner  (or  ’Vaggoner)  prior  to  the  appearance  of 
Philip  'Vagner . "  I  tried  to  ascertain  if  Philip  'Vagner,  or  his  father,  had 
rendered  service  in  the  Revolutionary  Mar,  but  Philip  Matts  said  that 
"neither  Philip  Magnar,  nor  his  father  had  served  in  the  Revolutionary  Mar, 
or  the  Mar  of  1812,  and  according  to  tradition,  Philip  ’Vagner  was  the  oldest 
of  the  Vagner  boys  of  his  generation  and  was  not  born  until  after  the 
Revolution."  Sorry  that  I  don’t  know  tho  names  of  any  of  his  brothers,  or 
if  he  had  any  sisters.

The  following  is  the  will  of  Philip  Vagner  which  is  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Register  of  Uills  in  Baltimore,  Md.  The  will  was  dated  Jan. 

17,  1840.  It  is  recorded  in  Jills  Liber  D.  IT.  R.  17,  Polio  484.

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Philip  Vagoner  of  Baltimore  County  in  the 
state  of  Maryland,  being  weak  in  3ody  but  of  sound  and  disposing  mind, 
memory,  and  understanding,  concidering  the  certainty  of  Death,  and  the 
uncertainty  of  the  time  thereof,  and  being  desirous  to  settle  my  worldly 
affairs,  and  thereby  be  the  better  prepared  to  leave  this  world,  when  it 
shall  please  God  to  call  me  hence,  do  thoroforeomake  and  uublish  this  ray 
last  Vill  and  Testament  in  manner  and  form  following,  that  is  to  say,  after 
my  Debts  and  funeral  charges  are  paid,  I  devise  and  bequeath  as  follows: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Violet  during  her  natural  life, 
the  plane  on  which  wo  now  live  containing  Thirty-Three  Acres,  more  or  less, 
with  the  exception  of  One-eighth  of  an  Acre,  which  I  reserve  for  the  use 
of  a  burying  ground  and  I  also  reserve  the  use  of  a  Road  to  the  burying 
ground. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  TTife  during  her  natural  life  all  my  stock, 
all  my  Farming  Utensils,  all  ny  Household  and  Kitchen  Furniture,  one  half 
of  the  grain  which  na.y  be  in  the  Barn,  one  half  of  the  grain  in  the  ground 
and  also  a  one  horse  carriage. 

I  also  ive  and  bequeath  to  my  Vife  during  her  natural  life  the  Annual 
Interest  of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  Six  Hundred  of  ^hich  is  now  on  Interest 
and  Pour  Hundred  in  the  house,  to  be  put  on  Interest. 

My  farm  situated  in  the  Hanover  Road  above  Raistertown,  containing 
One  Hundred  Four  and  a  Half  Acres  more  or  less,  I  leave  to  be  rented,  dur¬ 
ing  the  natural  life  of  ny  Yfife  and  the  Annual  Rent  to  be  put  out  on  Interest.

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I  also  give  to  my  Son  Edward  TTagonor  the  Refusal  of  Renting  said  Perm 
at  the  Annual  Rent  of  Thirty-six  Dollars. 

.  ;  •  After  the  death  of  my  VTife,  I  leave  all  my  property  to  he  sold,  both 

•Real,  Personal,  and  mixed,  either  for  Cash  or  on  Credit  as  my  Executors, 
hereinafter  mentioned,  may  think  best  as  follows:  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  Daughter  Eliza  Mason,  the  amount  of  the  Accounts  I  have  against  her  and 
her  husband  which  is  One  Hundred  and  One  Dollars,  and  I  also  give  to  my 
Daughter  Eliza  Mason,  Eive  Hundred  Dollars  in  addition  amounting  to  Six 
Hundred  and  One  Dollars. 

I  give  to  my  Son  John  TTagonor,  Eive  Hundred  Dollars  which  he  has  al¬ 
ready  recieved  and  for  ^hich  amount  I  hold  his  Notes,  with  any  Interest 
that  may  be  due  on  said  Notes,  that  is,  not  charging  any  Interest  on  said 
Notes. 

I  give  to  my  Son  Thomas  TTagoner  Five  Hundred  Dollars. 

I  give  to  my  Daughter  Rachel  VTatts  Seven  Hundred  Dollars. 

I  give  to  my  Son  Edward  TTagoner  Five  Hundred  Dollars 

The  balance  of  ny  Estate  I  leave  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my 
four  children,  John  TTagoner,  Thomas  TTagoner,  Rachel  VTatts,  and  Edward  Nag- 
oner.  And  lastly  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  Son  Thomas  and 
Benjamin  VTatts  my  Executors  of  this  ny  le.st  '.Till  and  Testament,  revoking 
and  annulling  all  former  VTills  by  me  heretofore  made,  ratifying  and  con¬ 
firming  this  and  none  other  to  be  my  last  -Jill  and  Testament. 

In  Testimony  '..Thereof,  I  have  hereto  set  ny  Hand  and  affixed  ny  Seal 
this  Seventeenth  Day  of  January,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Forty.

Councilman,  and  the  31st 
day  of  the  sane  month  in  the  year  aforesaid,  came  George  H.  Elder,  two  of 
the  subscribing  Witnesses  to  the  aforegoing  Will  and  Testament  of  Philio 
Wagoner,  late  of  said  Count:/,  deceased,  and  made  Oath  on  the  Holy  Svengely 
of  Almighty  God,  that  they  did  see  the  Testator  sign  and  seal  this  Will, 
that  they  heard  him  publish,  uronounce  and  declare  the  same  to  be  his  last 
Will  and  Testament,  that  at  the  tine  of  hie  so  doing  he  was  to  the  best  of 
their  apprehension  of  sound  and  disposing  mind,  memory,  and  understanding, 
and  that  they  together  with  William  Councilman,  the  other  subscribing  Wit¬ 
ness  thereto,  subscribed  their  names  as  Witnesses  to  this  Will  in  his  ore- 
sence  at  his  request  and  in  the  oresence  of  each  other.

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In  a  book  by  Daniel  Ruop  called  "30,000  Names  of  German,  Swiss,  Dutch, 
and  Drench  Immigrants,  fron  1727  to  1776,"  there  are  recorded  the  nanes  of 
a  number  of  men  by  the  names  of  Wagner  who  cane  to  this  country  at  various 
times,  and  in  various  ships,  e.  g.,  on  page  114,  it  states  that  on  "Sept. 

5,  1738,  came  Peter  Wagner,  Johan.  Christopher  Wagner,  Johannes  Wagner," 
but  I  cannot  identify  any  of  them  as  our  forebearers,  as  I  do  not  know  the 
names  of  Philip  Wagner1 s  father  or  grandfather.  I  have  been  told  that  be¬ 
tween  1732  and  1749,  twenty-one  men  bearing  the  name  of  Wagner  migrated  to 
this  country  fro::  Germany"  . 

Violet  Wagner  nay  have  cone  fron  Pennsylvania,  as  her  brother  John 
lived  in,  or  near,  York,  Pa.,  and  his  will  is  likely  recorded  in  the  Court 
House  in  York  where,  I  think,  all  the  oldest  Pa.  records  are  kept. 

'.Then  he  died,  he  left  money  to  his  sister  Violet  1  s  children:  to  Ed¬ 
ward  J. ,  $400C.00;  to  Rachel  (Wagner)  Watts,  $6000.00;  and  to  thoir^brother 
Thomas  Wagner,  who  lived  in  Hew  Orleans,  La.,  $5000.00.  The  money  was  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  Civil  War,  and  the  $5000  was  sent  by  Thomas  Watts  to  Hew 
Orleans  to  Thomas  Wagner,  but  was  never  received  by  him,  though  it  was  sent 
through  the  post-office  at  Pikesville.  3ut  it  was  either  lost,  or  stolen, 
during  those  unsettled  times. 

Philip  was  not  only  a  farmer,  but  also  an  exoert  cabinet  maker.  My 
mother  had  two  pieces  of  his  handiwork.  To  me  she  gave  one,  ’hich  is  a 
little  box  made  "to  hold  his  gold  pieces."  It  is  of  walnut  and  beautifully 
made,  with  a  piece  of  mother-of-pearl  inlaid  in  the  too.  The  other  is  a 
lovely  inlaid  jewel  box  which  my  mother  rave  to  my  sister,  Blanche  (Rad- 
cliff)  Ritchey, 

My  mother  said  that  her  aunt,  Rachel  'Watts,  had  some  nices  pieces  of 
furniture  which  her  father,  Philip  Wagner,  had  made.

Benjamin  TTatts  and  lived  all  her  Harried  life 
in  Pikesville,  Baltimore  Co.,  lid.  Benjamin  watts  was  born  4-21-1803,  d. 
12-22-1858.  Hachel  died  3-6-1885.  Both  interred  in  Stone  Chapel  Grave¬ 
yard,  near  Pikesville. 

5- Thonas,  b.  6-27-1813  He  went  to  Hew  Orleans,  La.  to  live.  ‘Whether 
he  remained  there  all  his  life,  I  do  not  know.

(I  have  a  friend,  Mrs.  Allen  C.  Boudebush,  2224  '.Tilliens  Ave. , 

Horwood,  Ohio,  whose  maiden  nane  was  "Wagoner,  and  who  nay  be  a  des¬ 
cendant  of  this  Thomas “VPhgner ,  who  went  to  Hew  Orleans,  and  who  later 
nay  have  gone  to  Ohio  as  his  brother  lived  there.  Mrs.  Boudebush’ s 
great-grandfather  was  Thome s "Waggoner  and  she  says  he  w^s  a  cabinet

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maker  of  great  skill,  and  that  John  Wagner  of  Pleasantville,  Ohio, 
was  her  grandfather* s  cousin. 

Her  family  snells  their  name  Waggoner.  She  says  that  many  of 
her  father's  older  relatives  had  the  same  first  name  as  those  of  my 
grandfather's  family,  hut  we  regret  that  we  cannot  find  the  connecting 
link,  as  we  both  think  that  we  are  related,  and  hope  that  some  day, 
someone  will  he  able  to  trace  the  relationship. 

6- Edward,  h.  12-3-1815  m.  8-3-1837  to  Lavinia  Jane,  dau.  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  (Wilson)  Horner  of  Finksburg,  Baltimore,  Co.  Md. .  She  was  born... 
2-19-1819,  died  2-6-1869.  Edward  died  6-16-1870.  Both  interred  in  the 
Stone  Chapel  Graveyard,  near  Pikesville.  In  the  old  Family  Bible,  Edward’s 
name  is  given  as  Edwrad,  but  in  the  Family  History  Book,  "Andrew  Moore  and 
His  Descendants,"  his  name  is  given  as  Edward  _J_.  Wagner.  I  do  not  know 
which  is  correct.  Edward  wps  a  farmer  and  resided  on  his  farm  near  Pikes¬ 
ville.

Uilliam  T.  was  a  merchant  and  for  many  years  resided  in  Liberty  town,  Md.t 
whore  he  had  a  store,  later  moving  to  Union  Bridge,  Carroll  County,  Md.f 
where  he  died  7-24—1898.  He  and  his  wivos  all  aro  interred  in  Fairmont 
Cemetery,  Libertytown,  Md.  He  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Methodist  Pro¬ 
testant  Church,  He_ enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  TTar  and 
served  in  Company  E,  3rd  Potomac  Home  3rigade,  Infantry  as  2nd  Lieutenant 
under  Adj.  Gen.  John  S.  Berry.  Uilliam  T.  was  a  man  with  a  high  sense  of 
patriotic  principles. 

24- Henry  C. ,  b.  7-23-1843  He  was  always  called  Harry  by  the  family. 
Luring  the  Civil  Far,  he  was  mustered  into  service  7-20-1863,  in  the  Union 
Army,  Company  A,  3rd  Regiment,  Maryland  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  died  11- 
16-1864  of  M Congestive  Fever"  at  General  Hospital,  Dauphin  Island,  Mobile 
Bay,  Alabama.  He  is  buried  in  Mobile  National  Cemetery.  Original  place 
of  burial  was  Fort  Gaines,  Alabama.  He  served  as  a  Private.  Unmarried.
